To Metallic Wood. 


Steep in a. bath of caustic alkali at a tem- 


perature of between 101 degs. and 197 degs. 
Fahr. for two or three days, according to it« 
permeability. Then place it in a bath of hy- 
drosulphate of calcium for twenty-four t« 
thirty-sii nours, then add a concentrated so- 
lution of sulphur; forty-eight hours after thii 
addition place it in a third bath of acetate oi 
lead between 90 dogs, and 120 degs. Fahr., 
where it must remain thirty to fifty hours, 
according to its permeability. When com- 
pletely dried it will toko an extremely fine 
polish, and if rubbed with lead, zinc or tin, 
and afterward with a burnisher of glass, it 
will be like a metal mirror, and it is,jmpossi- 
ble for moisture to damage it in any way.— 
New York Telegram.

If this state- 
ment of the scientist is correct, then the mos- 
quito is B. moro disreputable wretch than at 
first appears, being no better than the savage 
who saves the life of his unfortunate prisoner 
In battle that he may torture him to death at 
his leisure, since she preserves a human being 
from tho possibility of fever only to reserve 
him for unspeakable torture with her (?) pois- 
onous lances and exasperating music. The sci- 
entists who aro seeking the life of the mos- 
quito to the limit of extinction abandon the 
drainage and filling theory, and seek other 
agencies for exterminating the pest. 


A HUNT FOR ENTanKS. 


Accordingly they have been canvassing the 


insect department of creation to find the 
natural destroyer of the mosquito. One of 
them, Dr. Lamborn, claims to have found bin: 
in the dragon fly, more generally known as 
the "devil's darning needle," and, in some lo- 
calities, as the "snake feeder." This long 
bodied,-nide winged, rakish insect, with his 
basso buzz, has achieved a bad reputation, or 
rather he has had a bad reputation thrust 
upon him. His appearance in a school room 
through the open window has turned fifty 
well grown boys and girls, with their teacher, 
frantic, and yet the scientist has learned that 
the dragon fly never injured a human being, 
never piloted a snake to a repast, much less 
allowed himself to be used in repairing the 
rents in the hose of his Satanic majesty. The 
clever Dr. Lamborn has discovered that the 
dragon fly spends his days in eating insects, 
and that of all insects, ho prefers the mos- 
quito, and having made this discovery he 
has offered a prize for the best essay on the 
propagation of the dragon fly, based upon ex- 
perience. This essay requires the naming of 
the most voracious species of the insect, which 
is hereafter to be known by the name of the 
"mosquito hawk." 


If this particular scientist is upon the right 


track, if the devil's darning needle is in fact 
the mosquito hawk, if he can, be multiplied 
as the sands of the sea by persistent and in- 
telligent breeding, and his appetite for the 
mosquito is not destroyed by human manipu- 
lation, there is hope of deliverance at cummer 
resorts from the deadly incursions of myriads 
of mosquitos. Then every unhappy resident 
in a mosquito ravaged locality can keep his 
own colony of mosquito hawks, or, better, 
the breeder and dealer can sell them from 
house to house, ashe does alleged spring chick- 
ens and such. The owner of a house will pur- 
chase a. score, -while the occupant of a single 
room will make a modest purchase of two to 
protect him from the death song of the mos- 
quito. And more, a new industry will be es- 
tablished giving employment to scores and 
perhaps hundreds of men and women. 


LAST BUT NOT LEAST. 


Another scientist has discovered another 


destroyer of the mosquito. So far as has 
been ascertained this destroyer bears him no 
personal enmity. It is not a conflict of races, 
except that one regards the other as a deli- 
cacy of the season as a food. Strange to say, 
this mosquito destroyer is even mora posi- 
tively repulsive, and more feared by humans 
than is the dragon fly. It is tho spider, who, 
if this naturalist knows himself, or rather 
his subject, is not a vicious or poisonous in- 
sect. Hodoe> not believe that spiders bite 
human beings. On the contrary, he leads 
one to suspect that this industrious creature 
spins his webs with the dual purpose of 
catching his daily food and relieving man 
and beast of their tormenters. If Dr. Mc- 
Cook, who presents the spider theory in The 
North American Review, is on the right 
track and ho can bring people to his way of 
thinking, he has not only relieved tho spider 
of the odium of generations, but he will be 
the moans of bringing the cobweb maker into 
popularity, and of making him subserve a 
useful purpose in that economy -whose end is 
to make mankind comfortable. If his theory 
shall bo accepted, the spider that now makes 
one shudder will become a pet, and the cob- 
web ia the corner of the room which is now 
regarded as a sign of slackness in tho house- 
keeper will be looked on as a most useful or- 
nament, Tho spider will not only be pro- 
tected, but his presence in all tho house will 
be encouraged and his webs will bo jealously 
guarded as the canopy that will entrap the 
mosquito who murdereth sleep and stabs us 
for our own life blood.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

96,480 a day, 3o,215,20p a year. The birth 
rate slightly exceeds this. It is calculated to 
be sereuty jier minute, 4,200 in an hour, 100,- 
80D a day, or 30,743,000 in a year. The esti- 
mated increase per anuum, according to this 
is, therefore, only a little moro than 1.500,000, 
and it will be many centuries before our 
earth gets to be so crowded that the inhab- 
itants will jostle each other over tho edge 
into space.

Wfcat* Chocolate C«HM From. 


Chocolate Is mad* from tho seeds ot the 


thoobroma cocoa tree, which, is found only in 
tropical nlimut^ and bean a fruit some- 
what like a cucumber i!n shape, inside which 
ore the brownish seeds or beans, which form 
the cocoa beans of commerce. The principal 
constituent of these beans is a soft, solid oil 
colled cocoa butter, and their attractive prin- 
ciple is theohromine, analogoui to the caffeine 
in coffee. There is bat very little pore cho- 
colate in the market, owing to the great 
medicinal value of the cocoa butter or oU, 
which is expressed in the grinding, and 
cheaper, less nutritious oil supplied. One of 
the best ways to buy cocoa or chocolate, it ia 
said, is to purchase what are called "cocoa 
nibs," which are the beans crashed in frag- 
ments, but not ground, for the ground choco- 
late is frequently adulterated with roasted 
hazel nuts or almonds, ricemeal, oatmeal and 
other ingredianta. 


The best chocolate Is prepared by first 


burying the fruit until the pulp is decayed 
and only the beans are left The beans are 
roasted and the shells removed. The choco- 
late is then ground between stone!, the fric- 
tion heat of the grinding melting it so that 
it is a soft molten mass as it drips from the 
stones and is poured into molds. The melted 
chocolate is pressed in cloth until all the oil 
Is expelled; the sediment is ground very 
slowly to prevent remelting it, and the pow- 
der bolted like flour through silken sieves, 
and then it is called cocoa, which makes a 
lighter, less nourishing, but more easily di- 
gested beverage than chocolate.—New York 
Bun.

Ho happened to be going straight toward the 
door leading to the salesroom of Maerlender 
Brothers' fur house. The Maerlenders occu- 
py the upper part of the building at 589 
Broadway and have their salesroom on the 
first floor, above the Manhattan cafe. Up 
the stair way the dog sprang. 


The door to the salesroom was open, and he 


ran in there, ran the length oi the long room, 
back to the little partitioned off private office, 
and darted in there. The bookkeeper and one 
of the Maerlender brothers were in the pri- 


' vate office and they were seared. They stood 
' close against the wall and let the dog rush 


past them. He jumped out of the window, 
howling all the while. The window looks out 
on the space between the Maerlender build- 
ing and one behind it, and this space on the 
ground floor is built up to a level with the 
windows of the Maerlender private office. 
The roof covering this extension is of glass, 
and out there the dog ran, panting and per- 
spiring.

ALPINE LIGHTS AND SHADOWS. 


Beautiful Scenes that by Before th* Dan- 


ing Climbers at the Alp*. 


The light that play* upon the Alps con- 


tinually recreates them. They silently 
lift their faces heavenward in a repose 
which nothing disturbs; but it is a re- 
pose, not of death, but of a life too vast 
and high to be affected by the chatigee 
below it 
Mont Blanc, the Matterhoro 


and the Jungfrau are wrapped in a soli- 
tude upon which it is perilous to intrude; 
but on those sublime heights the light 
glances and lingers as if there it found 
its home and disclosed all'the miracle of 
its revealing power. For in the light 
one finds the only revelation of the 
mountains; it is the light which discloses 
their infinite resources of strength and 
beauty. 


At Interlocken I saw not long ago a 


wonderful illustration of this power of 
revelation. It was late in the evening 
when I arrived, and only thedarkmnsses 
of the hills which hem in the little 
valley were visible; one would not have 
known that he was within a thousand 
miles of the Jungfrau. It was a clear, 
starlit evening, but between these great 
black hills it seemed strangely dark and 
solemn. There was to be a moon later, 
and we sat on one of the balconies of the 
hotel and waited for its coming. Pres- 
ently the lights about us were ex- 
tinguished; one by one the houses be- 
came dark and the little town became 
silent Then upon tho solitude of the 
midnight a wonderful vision slowly 
grew. 


The sky to the cast began Co grow 


brighter, .and through the mountain 
gorge directly in front—the hills on 
either side remaining in dense shadow— 
a mountain defined itself as in the sub- 
lime silence of the creative hour. The 
light fell on one suowy ridge after an- 
other, touched successively pinnacle 
after pinnacle, traced imperceptibly the 
great outline, until the Jungfrau stood 
revealed—a bride indeed, remote, stain- 
less, sublimely beautiful in a mood 
which seemed rather of the spirit than 
of the form. It waa one of those revela- 
tions which leave an ineffaceable stamp 
on one's life. 


Who shall do Justice to the shadows of 


the Alps? Not less marvelous are they 
than the light which they follow, and 
whose glory they exalt by relief and con- 
trast. One may drive through the Lauter- 
brunnen or the Grundelwald or over one 
of the great passes in the morning, and 
returning toward evening find himself in 
a new country—so vast and transform- 
ing are the effects which the shadows 
produce. 


Lingering or walking along the rush- 


ing torrent which finds its way through 
almost every Alpine valley, one watches 
with a sense of awe the deep shadows 
slowly engulfing the world about him. 
Above, the long streams of light fall 
like silent cataracts over the edges of the 
hills, and still higher the snowy, summits 
are warm and soft in unbroken light; but 
about one there is dense shadow, gather- 
ing darkness, the night becoming visible 
at the base of the very throne of day. 
Then the roaring mountain stream sings a 
wilder song to the mind which has come 
under a kindred spell; and the long lines 
of spray leaping noiseles.-1y lifre and 
there down the precipiunu rocks, the 
echo perhaps of a distant Alpine horn, 
the solitude and sublimity of those re- 
mote and awful heights .

After a short time, as the blood 
becomes charged with the poisons, the 
organic nervoun chain and the organs it 
supplies are powerfully impressed. Foi 
the young the habit of smoking causes 
impairment of growth and physical pros- 
tration. 


I do not believe that it is possible that 


any man can constantly smoke a foul 
pipe without being constantly a martyr 
to dyspepsia. Cigars, if they are good, 
produce dyspepsia very quickly, for in 
smoking them nicotine is more rapidly 
absorbed. 


Smoking destroys appetite and en- 


feebles digestion. Consumption does the 
same, and one of the most common pre- 
sages of consumption is indigestion. For 
these reasons I have made it a rule for 
years past to insist that every consump- 
tive patient should abandon the pipe and 
cigar, and I have found a rigid obedience 
to this rule worth many a formal pre- 
scription.—New York Star. 


Care of a Watch. 


A watch, even of very good quality, 


can only give satisfaction if it is treated 
according to its subtle construction. Its 
possessor must prevent it from falling or 
being knocked about. A jump from a 
street car has more than once caused a 
good timepiece in the jumper's pocket to 
change its rate. A watch must be kept 
clean and in a clean place. Dust and 
small particles of the pocket lining 
gather continuously in the pockets, and 
even the best fitting case cannot protect 
the movement from dirt finding its way 
to the wheels and pivots of the move- 
ment. Watch pockets should be turned 
inside out and cleaned at regular inter- 
vals.—Jeweler's Weekly.
